One aeknowledgOB the nierltB of 
athletlea as conducted, but it may be 
well to conclude with an anlmadver- 
Blon fierhapB most forcible of all. 
Time has neutralized the strength of 
men and the weakness of women. 
Moreover, the entrance of women Into 
professional and btisiness life gives a 
hint of the modicum of strength neces- 
sary for the modern life. The whole 
point Is that strength must receive a 
new definition. It is no longer bulg- 
ing sinews and big bones. It lb hy- 
gienic living. As conducted, athletics 
obscures this Idea and prevents the 
mass of students from understanding 
real strength. Athletics, In the popu- 
lar sense, is superfious, perhaps 
ruinous, to the hygienic liver — the 
deep breather, the regular eater and 
sound sleeper. In fact, man needs 
more time for brain oilture than he 
ever did. He must acquire a different 
strength than that of superfious mus- 
cles. (’ontrast the strength of a race- 
horse and a draught horse. There Is 
a difference of kind or quality. Man 
has ceased to be a draught horse. The 
ethics of athletics then demand games 
that Invest with brain power on a 
hygienic basis. A young man does not 
bullock his way through life. He ar- 
gues it. For bis lack of intelligent 
conversation consequent upon a 
dearth of knowb-dge one is often 
tempted to discuss fodder with an ath- 
lete as a last resort. Athletics is said 
to make a fit receptacle for a sound 



mind. Hut a sound mind will make a 
sound body or contradict Itself. With 
such revision of its major premiss ath- 
letics might argue a better case. 

Still, nothing extraordinary apiwar- 
With Pharisaical scrupulosity the as- 
sociation denies an athlete the right 
to earn an honest summer dollar, but 
grasps and clutches at the gate re- 
ceipts from his playing. Hehold the 
athlete must not associate money 
with B|K)it! It athletics is so vitally 
necessary to the students’ education 
certainly the extreme of It is an ol)ll- 
gation of the college. It would then 
be a distinctly collegiate affair, free 
from barter and trade. Moreover, 
were the college to guarantee ex- 
penses It would be remedial of many 
faults that now distinguish athletics. 
.Moderation, of necessity, would 
characterize games, so that no one 
sport would eclipse others. Incident- 
ally no athlete would sweat off twelve 
IKMinds in one game. The ethics of a 
free game is that athletics is for the 
whole student Itody, the i)reponder- 
ance of which must be made up of 
spectators.

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LETTER TO PROSPECTIVE 
STULENT8. 

Dear Student: — 

There are many students all over 
the State who will be graduated this 
year from the various high schools of 
the State. .Many of these are con- 
emplatlng now whether It would be 
better for them to go Into some busi- 
ness or profession or to continue their 
education. Rut before you finally 
determine upon your future course of 
action let us see first what would be 
some of the results of entering Into 
a business career or i)rofesslon at this 
period In your life. The arguments 
that will predominate In favor of such 
a step are la<k of funds to continue 
your education and confidence In your 
ability to meet and battle with men 
and propositions successfully. Four 
years In the high school has to you, 
perhaps, seemed an Interminably long 
time and another period of the same 
length In a college or university has. 
to your way of thinking, nothing ade- 
quate to offer for the time to bo con- 
sumed and the money that must be 
spent. Vet when you go out Into the 
world to meet men who are trained 
and who have the advantages of a 
good education you must realize that 
your chances of success are greatly 
handicapped. Not because you lack 
Integrity or ambition but because you 
are not what the world wants — a train- 
ed man. This is but natural when we 
consider that this Is an age of rush and 
dispatch. Firms have not the time nor 
the Interest in the young man or 
woman to take the time to train him 
In their service because they can get 
men and women who are ready to take 
up the work without this long and ex- 
pensive apprenticeship. Furthermore 
It will be discouraging to the man who 
has spent three or four years In learn- 
ing his trade to see a graduate step 
over his head to the place of power, 
trust and honor. Statistics show very 
conclusively that a college education 
multiplies a persons chances for suc- 
cess beyond all proportion to the time 
and money which such a course re- 
quires. 

Do you know that one American in 
T.IO is college bred? Yet 3t! per cent 
of our congressmen, 40 per cent of our 
presidents, and k3 per cent of our 
supreme Judges have been college bred 
men. One physician In 20 Is a »-ollege 
graduate .'i per cent. Yet this fi per 
cent furnishes 50 per cent »if our suc- 
cessful doctors. Twenty-seven out of 
68 railroad presidents are college grad- 
uates nearly 40 per cent. And only 
one man in 750 goes to colege. ('an 
you in the face of such unanswerable 
proof be willing to take the chance? 
We believe that you will agree that 
such a risk Is neither necessary nor 



advisable. The ease with which a col- 
lege education may be acquired at the 
|)resent day, does not offer any fears 
or harriers to the man or woman who 
really possess either confidence In 
themselves nor a small amount of real 
ambition. If you will study the great 
universities all over our country you 
will find that these are a great number 
of students who work their way 
through college. Such students are not, 
as you may suppose, looked down upon 
by any of their fellow students. On 
the other hand there a few Indeed 
who do not respect the man or woman 
who has the determination to achieve 
an education by such un honorable 
and praiseworthy means. If you con- 
sult the records of these men and 
women you will find that they as a 
rule make higher marks than their 
seemingly more fortunate fellow stu- 
dents who have all necesary help and 
support from their parents and friends. 
The writer of this article feels a cer- 
tain amount of pride In saying that he 
has, for the greater part, earned the 
expenses of his college course by work- 
ing at various jobs during his term in 
college. 

We believe then that the lack of 
founds necessaJy to meet your ex- 
penses Is not a valid reason for pro- 
hibiting you from seeking and obtain- 
ing a thorough education. Rut the 
material advantage fades into insig- 
niticanc.e wlieii we consider tlie joy 
and satisLu'tion wliicli comes to tliose 
who know that they posses those at- 
tributes and qualifications which In- 
sures them recognition among culti- 
vated people. There Is no aristocracy 
so select as tliat of iutelect. Refore 
him all doors of opportunity swing 
open and stay open. Along with this 
knowledge comes the confidence in 
your ability wliicli enable you to take 
up tlie most stubborn propositions with 
confidence and hope. Tlie man who 
knows he can do a tiling has the work 
half linislied before he begins. 

Every real man or woman wants to 
be a leader. Now is it right to yourself 
to wish to be a leader among men and 
women unless you are better prepared 
than tliose you wish to guide and 
direct? Social position and “pull” 
may get you a position but they will 
nut support fur any length of time un 
Incapable person. Tliere must be the 
I force of yuiir own personal inagnetlsni 
^ind conclusive proof to all that your 
lure qualified to hold the position which 
I has been given you. 

I One of the first aims of life is to be 
I happy. With this end in view you say 
that money will give me the recogni- 
tion and prominence that will be con- 
ducive to that end. Rut if you will con- 
sider carefully you must realize that 
knowledge has the |*uwer of directing 
I not only your actions so as to produce 



the most beneficial material results, 
but as Socrates said. "Knowledge Is 
virtue." Happiness comes from within 
not from external souri'es. The belief 
that you have used every opportunity 
and latent ability to the best possible 
advantage must be a source of inesti- 
mable pleasure and comfort to any and 
all. 

Now If you believe that a college 
education is necesary and advantage- 
ous from every view point why should 
not you determine to take a step 
which every one will admit is wise. 
Admitted that you have made up your 
mind to get an education, the next 
question Is, “Where shall I go.” The 
answer we would make to this is, go 
to the best college you can. If you 
are a Kentuckian then patronize your 
best Institution of learning. This we 
believe is the State University, located 
at Lexington. We say this not because 
we are students here but because it 
has better equipments and greater 
facilities than any other Institution of 
our state. Why? Hecause it has a 
greater number of courses, fine, large 
buildings and splendid laboratories, 
and an ertlcient and adequate faculty. 
It Is not denominational but this does 
not mean that there Is not a high 
type of morality among the students. 
In the words of our president, H. S. 
Rarker: "They are as fine a collection 
of young men and women as ever 
graced the campus of any university. 
Such is a true statement, whatever 
may be the impression which some of 
the foes of the college may have tried 
to circulate a circumstance gave rise 
to. Lut are we content with our 
present standards? Far from it. The 
records of our Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. 
C. A. show that in the last year 
especially a mighty movement has be- 
gun to purify and make wholesome 
our college environments and atmos- 
phere This aim Is not the mere wish 
of practically the entire faculty and 
of a few people but the earnest desire 
of the student body. A deterniinatioii 
to make the State University of Ken- 
tucky a place where the fathers and 
mothers of this commonwealth can 
send their sons and daughters to be 
trained up into noble men and women 
for the highest service possible. Those 
who wish to take any of the many 
courses which the university offers, 
will at the end of their work here, 
provided that they perform their duty, 
will be worthy to take any position 
ofl'ered to the graduates of any uni- 
versity in the land. All over the world 
today are men and women occupying 
positions of hoiior and prominence 
who are alumni of this university. 
Why should you go to the great and 
needless expense of attending some 
distant college when you can receive 
the same training, if nut better, 
among your friends in your home 
state. You owe your first duty to 
your State. Ia*t your labors be spent in 
building u|i her interests and in de- 
veloping her inagnificent and untold 
resources.
